The Government is accepting only 
these men who declare that the Sena- 
tor’s exalted position would not deter 
them in giving equal and exact justice 
as between him and the State. 

Ruick Examines Jurors. 

United States District Attorney 
Ruick, against whom charges of im- 
proper conduct before the grand jury 
are pending, is conducting the exami- 
nation of the jurors and is putting each 
candidate for the trial panel through a 
long series of questions as to what he 
personally thinks of the District Attor- 
ney’s course in- the matter. 

The opposing counsel have had several 
clashes on the question as to whether 
a juror can be disqualified because of 
his disbelief or belief that a conspiracy 
to defraud the Government regardless 
of Senator Borah’s conection with it.

There will be 
no special ceremony in connection with 
the opening, but we shall have a few 
friends there. We shall commence active 
commercial work by sending messages 
to two or three of the Transatlantic pa- | @ 
pers. We shall make no big show, but 
shall go along quietly. 

‘‘We have overcome all obstacles and 
we are sure of success. The weather , & 
will have no effect on work unless our , 
poles or masts should be damaged. | F 
Lightning will not bother us at all. We 
have gotten over the bad weather diffi- |§ 
culty. 

Can Send 20 Words a Minute. 

‘We will begin with three operators, 
but as business increases we shall em- | 
ploy more. An ordinary operator can do . 
the work; all he requires is about three |§ 
months’ training.

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THE PIRACY IN FOOD. 
* With unexampled abundance and prosperity on 
‘every hand, we are told at each increase in prices 
*that scarcity has compelled it. 
* The law of supply and demand is inexorable, 
but it must have free play. One of the tricks 
*of modern business methods is by violence to 
“interfere with this natural force and then appeal 
-to it in justification of conditions and prices that 
-should not prevail. 
| If we are to believe what is said in behalf of 
existing high prices for the necessaries of life, 
‘we must agree that we are living in one of the 
‘lean years, but we know bette:>. 
: There is famine in the land, they say, and ev- 
serybody knows that when famine prevails money 
‘is more plentiful, relatively, than food. Yet 
some people find that there is famine in money 
also. 

Of course, there is no famine and there is no 
considerable shortage of anything. Some crops 
‘are not as large as usual, and prices on the ex- 
changes indicate the fact, but the famine excuse 
is a falsehood which ought not to pass current. 

People having property or commodities to sell 
outside of the regular channels do not discover 
any famine conditions, unless they be such as 
rolate to money. in nearly everything except the 
necessaries there are more sellers than buyers. 

There is reason to believe that the American 
people accept the famine excuse and pay the price 
too readily. 

If there is iamine in meat, in bread, in milk, in 
butter, in vegetables, in fruits and in the count- 
less articles of diet derived from these things, 

_it is because combination is gaining a stouter grip 
upon supplies and distribution and because retail- 
ers have fallen more and more into the power 
of monopoly. 

The captain of trade or industry has learned 
how to manufacture a scarcity as well as to open 
a market. He can withhold as well as distribute. 
His power over retailers is so great and they have

So long as law enforcement by the National 
Administration took the form of prosecutions 
of Fastern trusts there was much enthusiasm 
in the far West. 

We regret to observe, now that the same ma- 
chinery of justice has been set in motion for 
the purpose of convicting men accused of steal- 
ing public lands, whole counties at a time, a dis- 
position on the part of many Westerners to com- 
plain of what they call persecution. 

If the resident had not been a rancher, a 
mighty hunter in the Rockies and a Rough Rider, 
he would have been charged with harboring a 
mean Eastern prejudice against a well developed 
Western industry. As it is, the wrath of the 
mountain States is expending itself upon the 
wicked advisers of the chief magistrate. 

The seriousness of a crime depends a good deal 
upon the locality in which it is committed. 
Horse stealing in New York.or New England can 
be explained away. In the far West it is the un- 
pardonable sin. Appropriating several square 
miles of the public domain is merely a good joke 
in Colorado or Montana, whereas in the East 
it is thought to sap the very foundation of so- 
ciety. 

Under the Roosevelt administration Federal 
grand juries have fallen into the habit of in- 
dicting the most eminent citizens of Western 
States for land grabbing, and men are looking 
strangely into each other’s eyes and asking: 
Whither are we drifting? Even Governors, 
United States Senators and Judges have not es- 
caped. 

Politics makes strange bedfellows. Prosecu- 
tions for crime are wonderful promoters of hu- 
man sympathy. The way matters are now going 
in the far West it will not be long before the 
ruling class in Jdaho and Colorsdo will be com- 
miserating the elite of the coal and oil industries 
of Pennsylvania and Ohio. 

Neither one of these elements has suspected 
that the other was in the same line of business 
as itself, but such appears to have been the fact. 
Thus even a Populist may be brought to wunder- 
stand and appreciate the sorrows of a Democrat 
or a Republican, and an Eastern goldbug may 
come to look upon a raving free silverite as a 
man and brother. 
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With all the school children of Memphis sing- 
ing that glorious old hymn, “Fourteen Feet 
Through the Vallev,” even Congressman Burton 
ought to wilt a little.

The colored Republicans of Missouri are in an 
inquirfng frame of mind, and Chairman Howe 
of the City Central Committee was put forward 
to explain things.

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THE DELEGATES AND THE MILKMAN. 

Poisonous milk will menace the health of St. 
Louis, declares Health Commissioner Bond, if 
the bill pending before the House of Delegates, 
calculated to remove ali of the safeguards pro- 
vided in existing ordinances, is passed. 
He points out that the measure would leave 
his department powerless to inspect milk or to 
fix responsibility for the sale of any that is found 
to be dangerous or adulterated. Delegate Pries- 
meyer, who introduced it, announced that it had 
the approval of the Health Department, which 
statement Dr. Bond unequivocably denies, and 
in addition gives a number of especially- strong 
reasons why such a measure should not be 
passed. 

The fact that the Health Commissioner de- 
nounces it for the single reason that it would 
leave dealers free to sell adulterated or doctored 
milk is what interests the public. Disputes be- 
tween the Delegates and the Commissioner are 
of no particular moment except as they disclose 
the danger. 

Nobody needs more regulation than the milk- 
man. <Any attempts by the House of Delegates 
to expose the public health to his proverbial in- 
iquities by removing regulations which have been 
found necessary will be regarded as nothing less 
than dastardly. *

from the presidency of that corpora- 


tion last November and put J. T. Hara- 
han in Mr. Fish’s place. 

Harahan and Fish had an altercation 
at a meeting of the Illinois Central di- 
rectors on Aug. 28 over resolutions in 
which Fish charged the new manage- 
ment with juggling accounts. That 
charge ts made the subject of an ap- 
peal which Mr. Fish makes in a cir- 
cular to stockholders of the company 


‘asking for their proxies for use at the 


annual meeting to be held on Oct. 16. 


At that election four directors are to be 


mosen three to succeed Mr. Fish, Mr. 
Parriman and John Jacob Astor, and 
#1e to fill a vacancy for a term of one 
"mr. 

Would Prevent Harriman Control. 


Mr. Fish’s circular says he would not 
sow be asking for proxies to defeat 


‘the management were it not for “the 


rvident intention of electing E. H. 
Harriman and such persons as he may 
select, backed by the holdings of the 
Union Pacific Co.” He adds: 

“Do you wish your property to be 
nanaged as heretofore in tho interest 
of the whole body of the stockholders, 
or to be dominated by the Union Pa- 
cific, which, if thus put in control for 
tour years, will in that time cause such 
permanent traffic contracts and en- 
gagements to be made as_ will de- 
prive the lllinois Central of the proper 
enlargement of its advantages and pre- 
vent it from securing its legitimate 
revenue for all time to come’
